Mr. White was in che 
course of a second reply and nang charges 
against Mr. Huntington when Mr. Johu Mac- 
donnell, Secretary of the U. E. Club, Toronto, 
who was occupying aseatto the right of the 
Speaker, rose from his seat, and passing to 
the left of the Speaker, where Mr. Huntingloa 
was, said in a loud voice, ** There sits the ilar, 
mountebank, cheat and swindier.’’
